INCOME EXEMPTIONS 


Exemption--for Mortgage Holder 
Whose Income from Other 
Sources Not Over $1500

EDMONTON, March 2nd.—First 
draft of the Government’s new Securi- 
ties Tax Act is said to have been 
perused by backbenchers, but further 
changes are likely to be insisted upon 
before the measure appears in the 
Legislature, today’s reports indicate. 

s forecast, some days ago, the 
levy will be-two per cent on principal 
amounts of mortgages, second mort- 
gages, agreements of sale, chattel 
mortgages and other land and pro- 
perty securities of this nature. It will 
not apply on stocks and bonds. 


Exemption if Income Small 


Provision is made for limited exemp- 
tions, based mainly on the element of 
income. For instance, if a mortgage 
holder received $200 income from a 
mortgage and his or her other income 
did not exceed $1500, including the 
interest revenue, the two per cent 
levy would not apply. Naturally loan 
ond mortgage companies have little 
hope of any exemptions. 

_ Before the bill finally reaches 
the House it may include farm 
machinery notes within scope of 
the tax; but this issue is not yet 
decided by Government and caucus, 
it is stated. : 


What to do about the mortgage 
holder who has not been paid anything 
on his agreement for some years, and 
yet would be liable for the two per 
cent levy on the amount unpaid, in 
addition to being responsible for 
meeting taxes and insurance charges, 
is something that is still puzzling 
sponsors of the act. It is admitted 
that individual hardships are likely 
to result from the general application, 
and no way of avoiding these inequali- 
ties has yet been worked out. 

Generally it would appear that one 
of the chief objectives of the measure, 
in addition to obtaining treasury 
revenue, would be to cut mortgage 
interest rates down to three and four 
per cent, providing, of course, the 
act is finally allowed, which is another 
worry for those who have had previous 
tussles with ultra vires.

Big Demonstrations 
Demand that Eden Be 
Restored to Office 


Foreign Policy of Chamberlain 
Government Denounced Fol- 
lowing Major Cabinet 
Crisis 

LONDON, March 2nd. — Public 
demonstrations held during the week- 
end, in all parts of the country, pro- 
tested the Chamberlain foreign policy 
and the replacement by Lord Halifax 
of Anthony Eden as Foreign Secretary. 
Eden’s re-appointment was demanded. 

Meantime, arrangements are being 
made for Anglo-Italian negotiations, 
and it is reported that both Hitler 
and Mussolini have promised with- 
drawal of troops from Spain (as they 
have done before, 

Mussolini is believed to want a 
share in the control of the Suez canal, 
as well, of course, as recognition of 
Italian conquest of Ethiopia. 

David Lloyd George and Winston 
Churchill have joined in Labor denun- 
ciations of Eden’s resignation § as 
capitulation to Fascist dictators; while 
Prime Minister ‘Chamberlain denies 
that. conversations with Italy have 
been begun in response to threats 
of “now or never’ on the part of 
Mussolini, and declares (in contra- 
diction of his party’s election program 
of 1935 of loyalty to the League) that 
collective security could not be given 
by the League and_ criticised its 
‘‘shams and pretences.’’ 

Eden resigned as a result of disagree- 
ment with Chamberlain of long stand- 
ing, on foreign policy, the immediate 
cause being his insistence that there 
should be no opening of negotiations 
with Mussolini until some evidence 
was given that promises, repeatedly 
broken in the past, would be carried 
out. 

Thirty members of the Conservative 
party absented themselves from the 

ouse when a Labor motion of lack 
of confidence in the Chamberlain 
foreign policy was moved. It was 
defeated by 330 votes to 168.

EDMONTON, March 2nd.—Fol- 
lowing a long debate on the motion 
of A. E. MacLellan, Innisfail and

Ministers by 25 per cent (which would 
have set indemnities at $1500), an 
amendment was carried which restored 
the amount of 10 percent which has 
been deducted from the $2000 indem- 
nities since 1932. The amendment 
roposes that the 10 per cent which 
ae been deducted from Ministers’ 
salaries since 1932 should not be 
restored.

Step to Complete All-Red 
Air Line 


(Special to The Western Farm Leader) 

OTTAWA, March 2nd.—Another 
step has been taken towards the com- 
pletion of the all red air line round 
the world. 

The amendment to the Trans-Can- 
ada Air Lines Act which has passed 
final reading in the House of Commons 
provides for purchase of 24-1/2 per 
cent of the stock in the Transatlantic 
Company. Equal percentage will be 
held by the Irish Free State and 51 
per cent by the United Kingdom. 

Canada’s contribution will amount 
to 1-1/4 million dollars, this com- 
mitment being dependent on_ the 
successful establishment of the Trans- 
oceanic service. Beam wireless ser- 
vices, radio facilities and meteoro- 
logical services will be supplied the 
new service by Canada. Imperial 
Airways will continue experimental 
flights. 

Concerning pilot training in Canada, 
Minister of Transport Howe told 
the Commons the air school at Win- 
nipeg was as fine as any on the Ameri- 
can continent.

HEAVY ROADS WILL 
DELAY HAULAGE OF 
SPRING SUPPLIES 


Describes Problem: That Will Be 
Faced in Areas Where Feed 
and Seed Needed 


RELIEF SITUATION 


Apparent Feed Supplies Not Bought 
Ahead of Requirements Caused 
Problem, States Gardiner 


“Unless farmers in the areas where 
there is a shortage of feed and seed, 
owing to crop failure, get their spring 
supplies out before the snow goes, 
there must be a long wait before the 
roads are dried up sufficiently to per- 
mit hauling of supplies on wheels,’’ 
declared Robert Gardiner, President 
of the United Farmers of Alberta, in 
an interview with The Western Farm 
Leader Tuesday. 

“In the Hanna district and districts 
east of it, there has been more snow 
than for the past twenty years. There 
are the best indications of a crop for 
the last seven, owing to the late fall 
rains and snow. It will be too bad 
if arrangements cannot be made to 
take advantage of this opportunity.” 


Horses in Poor Shape 


Mr. Gardiner pointed out that 
farmers who have had to get feed 
relief have travelled over the very 
heavy roads 15 or more miles with 
horses which owing to the shortage 
of grain feed are in poor shape and 
cannot stand long journeys very often, 
as they were called upon to do when 
supplies did not arrive as expected. 
Letters he had received indicated that 
the people were ‘‘up in the air’ as to 
when supplies would come. 

He spoke with personal knowledge 
of recent conditions at Sedalia and . 
Excel, and many letters had _ been 
received from other districts. At 
Sedalia one car a week of baled hay 
was received until two weeks ago, 
when a carload of oat sheaves came in 
and, not being baled, represented a 
small tonnage. The most any person 
could secure from that car whether on 
relief or paying cash, was 600 lbs.—far 
too little in most cases. The train ser- 
vice is weekly only, and the next week 
no feed of any description arrived, and 
the farmers had to drive back lon 
distances without receiving any feed. 

“Tt would. appear,” said Mr. Gar- 
diner, ‘‘that the Government did not 
buy sufficient feed ahead of require- 
ments to tide over the extremely cold 
spell when it was almost impossible 
for those who are doing the baling to 
keep on working.”

Background of Secret Struggle Which Ended in Eden’s Ejection 
From Foreign Office and Rejoicing of Fascist Despots, Described 
by Former Correspondent of the London Times. | 


“Why was Anthony Eden sacrificed in'an effort to bring about the 


‘appeasement’ of Fascist despots?” 


‘“‘What are the secret springs of the new British foreign policy?” 

These questions, and many others, are being asked by Alberta 
farm people in common with millions of bewildered citizens of Canada 
and other parts of the British Commonwealth. 

The article printed below may provide the key to an understanding 
of much that has happened and is happening. It was written before the 
menacing speech of Hitler late in February; before the crisis in Britain, 
and before Prime Minister Chamberlain had jettisoned Eden. It pro- 
vides an explanation of the vacillating character of British foreign 
policy in recent years, and a background against which developments 
of the past ten days may be seen in perspective. 


The author, Claud Cockburn, was 
one of the most brilliant of the corre- 
spondents of the London Times sta- 
tioned in the United States before he 
decided to edit his own paper, The 
Week: This paper, published in Lon- 
don, has on numerous occasions been 
the first to bring to light, with uncanny 
accuracy, suppressed news of com- 
temporary world everits, and _ has 
torn away the masks from the cliques 
which, over the heads of the British 
democracy, seek to determine the 
fate of the British Commonwealth. 
This article is quoted from Current 
History. 

Backstage Intrigue 


Read what Mr. Cockburn has to 
say about the ‘‘Cliveden Set’ and its 
backstage pro-Hitler intrigue, (the 
second British Foreign offices); about 
the secret planning of the mission to 
Hitler of Lord Halifax, who last week 
became British Foreign Minister; about 
the rolé of Lord Astor, who is now 
head of the British Empire Press 
Union, an organization of newspaper 
publishers; about Lord Londonderry, 
friend of Goering,, who suppressed 
facts about Nazi rearmament.

n actual fact, he had only said in a 
somewhat crudely oversimplified for- 
mulation what quite a lot of persons in 
high places in London who deplored the 
7 iat themselves 
eel. 


Instinctive Political Direction 


Hardly anyone would put it that 
way,. very few. would formulate it in 
that way even to themselves. Yet the 
instinctive political direction it repre- 
sents is one of the fundamental facts 
of Anglo-German relations, and in par- 
ticular of the internal British struggle 
over British policy towards Germany, 
which reached a temporary deadlock 
at the turn of the year. 

Every concession which the Weimar 
Republic secured from the western 
powers in general and the City of 

ondon in particular it got, in the last 
analysis, by virtue of the belief preva- 
lent in London that if ‘Germany is 

ressed too hard’? Germany would “‘go 
olshevik.”’ 


It is the central triumph of Herr 
Hitler and Dr. Goebbels that they 
have extended the conception of 
‘‘going Bolshevik’’—and hence the 
range of the fears which such a 
conception inspires in the hearts 
of City gentlemen—to practically 
every possible manifestation of demo- 
cratic advance, or the progress 
and widening of popular rule. 


That Hitler is thought of by wide 
circles of the British Conservative 
Party as the “bulwark against Bol- 
shevism in Europe” is one of his 
strongest cards in the Anglo-German 

olitical game. But in London as in 
Berlin “Bulwark against Bolshevism” 
has come and is increasingly coming 
to mean what Hitler and Dr. Goebbels, 
obeying the necessities of German im- 
perialism, choose that it shall mean. 

It means bulwark against the anti- 
feudal Republicanism of the Spanish 
Government (called ‘‘red” in the Lon- 
don Observer no less than in the 
Voelkischer Beobachter); bulwark 
against the ‘‘red’”’ peril supposedly im- 
plicit in the strength of the liberal 
Government of Czechoslovakia; bul- 
wark against the “red’’ tide descried 
rising in France under the leadership 
of such heavily disguised ‘“‘extremists”’ 
as MM. Chautemps, Delbos, and 
Leon Blum; it means bulwark against 
the dangerously Bolshevik tendencies 
of Comrades Roosevelt and Hull. 

It may sound absurd, but it is a 
fact, and anyone who goes around 
much in Conservative circles in Eng- 


land can verify it, that the German 


Government’s policy of securing allies 
or at least paralyzing opposition in 
foreign countries by startling people 
literally out of their wits with the 


instinctively — 


Cliveden’s Hostess 


Lady Nancy Astor, head of the 
influential social set which spends 
pleasant week-ends at her country 
estate, ‘‘Cliveden,” giving British for-- 
eign policy a pro-Nazi “slant.’”?’ Mem- 
bers of her set constitute the second 
“Foreign Office,” which engaged in 
undermining Eden’s policy of firm 
support of British interests and of 
the League of Nations and collective 
security. Her husband owns the 
pro-Fascist weekly the London QOb- 
server, and her brother-in-law owns 
the controlling interest in the London 
Times. 


assertion that every government or 
party which stands in the way of 
Germany’s aggressive foreign policy 
is either Bolshevist or “slipping into 
Bolshevism,”” has succeeded in Eng- 
land to a degree which makes of it a 
first-class political factor. 


German Guns Dominate Straits 


It is true for instance that there are 
German guns at Tarifa, placed in a 
spot prohibited by treaty, dominating 
not only the Straits of Gibraltar but 
the harbor of Gibraltar itself. A Brit- 
ish Admiral (Sir Roger Keyes) has ad- 
mitted inthe House of Commons that 
now the British fleet would need smoke- 
screens or fog to get through the 
Straits of Gibraltar safely in the event 
of war. 

But, reply the British Conservatives 
who have drunk so deeply of the subtly 
mixed potions produced by Dr. Goeb- 
bels, what is the alternative? The al- 
ternative is to support the, Spanish 
Government and help turn the Ger- 
mans out of Tarifa as quickly as 
possible. But the Spanish Govern- 
ment is ‘red’? (Dr. Goebbels and his 
British friends have told us so). So 
we will let the German guns stay 
at Tarifa and we will let the German 
mine-oWners divert all the iron ore 
of Bilbao to the factories of Krupp 
instead of to the factories of Vickers.

indiscretion of Mr. Leche. The “Anti- 
comintern Pact’’—and all that it im- 


- plies—is only an extension of the 


same policy of induced paralysis. 

It is difficult to convey to anyone un- 
familiar with the atmosphere of Con- 
servative London the extent to which 
this sort of thing plays a dominant 
role. It is a pity of course about Brit- 
ish sailors being killed by the Japanese; 
but are not the Japanese saving China 
from Bolshevism? It is a pity that 
«Mussolini should be able to cock snooks 
at the British Navy all over the Medi- 
terranean, but would not the alterna- 
tive to Mussolini be a ‘red’ Italy? 
And so on and so on and so on ad 
absurdum and infinitum. 

That is the true background of 
Anglo-German -relations. - That is the 
final key to the paradox of Anglo- 
German affairs. 

For instance: The British are fright- 
ened by German rearmament. Yet it 
was one of the leading figures in the 
British steel industry (Sir Arthur Bal- 
four) who a few years ago—in 1933— 
told an audience of British steel men 
that Germany would have to rearm 
and the British steel industry would 
have to assist her to do it. 


Credits for German Re-armament 


A year or so later when the British 
were beginning to consider how on 
earth to raise the money to pay for 
armaments against possible German 
attack, it was the Bank of England 
which was engaged in facilitating large 
credits from the City of London to 
Germany which; as the Financial 
News pointed out at the time, were 
proving of major value in the speeding 
up of the German rearmament pro- 
gram. 


Cabinet Minister Suppressed Facts 


During the first year of Nazi aerial 
rearmament, Lord Londonderry, close 
friend of General Goering, ardent ad- 
mirer of Nazism, in the interests of 
“Anglo-German goodwill’’ quietly sup- 
pressed (even apparently from the rest 

Ape the main facts of it 
as gathered by the trained agents of 
the Air Ministry, and it was left to the 
Chicago Daily News to print the news 
of the menacing location of German 
aerodromes near Germany’s west coast. 

On that occasion—even before the 
news appeared in print—a number of 
younger men in the Air Ministry, cer- 
tainly not unconservative politically, 


-themselves collected all the relevant 


facts, some of them from other friends, 
some of them from illicit flying week- 
ends over western Germany, and in the 


‘editor of The Times, 
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end smuggled to the Cabinet an ex- 
ceedingly startling “expert report.” 
That the head of the most vital of 
the British defence departments should, 
for political “reasons,” be pursuing one 
policy towards Germany while half the 
officials of his department were coolly 
pursuing another, is only one charac- 


teristic example of a phenomenon which ° 


keeps on reproducing itself with in- 


creasing sharpness in Anglo-German 
relations. 


Dangerous Disease Develops 


The visit of Lord Halifax to Berch- 
tesgaden and everything that went with 
it is the latest atid $6 date most impor- 
tant manifestation of a tendency which 
has now developed to.the point of a 
dangerous disease. Within a proxi- 

ately the past eighteen mont s, the 
attitude towards Germany exemplified, 
in the instances I have just given, by 
the Bank of England and Lord London- 
derry, crystallized in what has very 
recently come to be’ known as_the 
“Cliveden Set.” Two months ago no- 
body mentioned the Cliveden Set as 
such. Today they are openly discussed 


in newspapers, attacked in the House 
of Commons. 


What is the ‘‘Cliveden Set?” 


Cliveden is the Thames valley coun- 
try jresidence of Viscountess (Nancy) 
Astor, sometime of Virginia and now 
wife of Viscount Astor, owner of the 
weekly Sunday newspaper The Ob- 
server. Her brother-in-law, Major 
the Honorable John Jacob Astor, 
owns the controlling interest in the 
London Times. Both are profoundly 
influenced, directly or indirectly, by 
the enormously energetic and sprightly 
Lady Astor. 

In a country where so much of the 
most important politics is played at 
weekends in large country houses, 
Cliveden, by reason of the passionate 
political interest of its hostess, and 
the enormous power which her family 
wealth and newspaper connections rep- 
resent, has been one of the most po- 
litically important of British country 
houses. : 

Weekend parties at Cliveden were 
making or marring the careers of poli- 
ticians long before the Anglo-German 
issue came to dominate asit does today 
the whole of the British political scene. 

It seems to have been ap roximately 
in the spring of 1936 that Cliveden be- 
gan to be the centre of a policy and an 
intrigue which have since brought it 
to the position where it is freely and 
bitterly referred to by the opponents 
of that policy in Whitehall as “Brit- 
ain’s second Foreign Office.” 


Prominent Personalities 


Most prominent and active of the 
personalities associated with Cliveden 
are: Lady Astor, Lord Astor, Major 
Astor, Lord Lothian; Lord London- 
derry, chief of the Conservative Party 
organization, Mr. Geoffrey Dawson, 
Mr. Barrington 
Ward, one of his principal assistants 
there and a close protege of Lady As- 
tor, Sir Neville Henderson, British 
Ambassador to Berlin, Lord’ Halifax 
himself, and a whole string of satellites, 
many of them simply politicians on 
the make, including several youngish 
men who owe their careers and their 
positions on the verge of the Cabinet 
to Cliveden backing. 

The Aga Khan occupies a somewhat 


encentrie position close to the Cliveden 
et. 


The Cabinet Ministers most close- 
ly associated with the set are Sir 
Samuel Hoare, the present Home 
Secretary, and Sir John Simon, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer. 


Active dislike of the French, fear 
and hatred of all ‘popular’ movements, 
a consequent admiration for the “de- 
fensive”’ possibilities of Hitlerism, and 
mixed with that a fear amounting to 
panic af a possible German attack upon 

ritain are the principal common char- 
acteristics of the members of the set. 
Their attitude towards the Soviet 
Union needs no description. 

It would be hard to exaggerate the 
ramifications of the power and influ- 
ence represented by the Cliveden Set 
in politics, newspapers and the City. 

he Times alone is a weapon of a 
power, still greater, dgspite many 
changes and a circulation of only 197,- 
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Displaces Eden 


Viscount Halifax, whose visit to 
Hitler over the head of the then 
British Foreign Secretary, Anthony 
Eden, was decided on at Cliveden. 
Lord Halifax is described as himself 
a member of the Cliveden Set. Last 
week he displaced Eden as Foreign 
Secretary. 


000, than that wielded by any other 
single newspaper in Europe. 

The policies decided upon at week- 
end gatherings at Cliveden are by no 
means doomed to blush unseen or un- 
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heard of. They are apt to make them- 
selves as effectively felt, and sometimes 
much more effectively felt, than the 


~ policies more orthodoxly hammered out 


in the rooms of the Foreign Office. 


Plotting the Halifax Trip 


It was at Cliveden that the visit of 
Lord Halifax to Germany was decided 
—a decision accompanied by an ex- 
traordinary correspondence in The 
Times, culminating in a leading article 
virtually demanding favorable consid- 
eration for German imperialist aims 
in Europe, and demanding that the 
negotiations to that end should be car-. 
ried out by the methods of secret di- 
plomacy. 

Lord Londonderry and Lord Lothian 
flew to and fro between London and 
Berlin, arranging, with the close co- 
operation of General Goering and the 
British Ambassador, the preliminaries 
of the trip. 

Mr. Eden had been against the 
plan.from the beginning, and had 
said so in no uncertain terms. Sir 
Samuel Hoare was for it, and it was 
he who was at first deputed to per- 
suade the Prime Minister. 


The Prime Minister, who had put 
his political money on the success of a 
series of personal “approaches” to 
Mussolini, was at first of the opinion 
that the sudden opening of negotiations 
with Herr Hitler would fatally upset 
his Italian apple-cart. ° 

He was finally persuaded partly on 
foreign political grounds, but far more 
on grounds of domestic policy. Sir 
Kingsley Wood, his principal election 
adviser, reported to him that in the 
event of an early General Election be-

Owing no doubt in part to Dominion 
Government ‘‘quota’’ regulations, and 
in part to a breakdown of the arrange- 
ments for getting feed in to the dis- 
tricts where there is a shortage, heavy 
losses have: been sustained by large 
numbers of farmers in the areas re- 
quiring feed relief. The breakdown 
represents tragedy to the farm people, 
and serious economic losses to the 
Province as a whole. 7 

We are entirely unconcerned about 
the political aspects of the matter, 
and about the various disputes between 
Federal and Provincial Governments 
which have been proceeding. We do 
not propose to apportion the blame 
at this time; but we do wish to urge 
upon the authorities the vital necessity 
for speedy action now, and for the 
exercise of such foresight as shall make 
impossible the recurrence of these en- 
tirely avoidable losses in the future. 


TRUCKLING TO DESPOTS 


When Viscount Cecil of Chelwood, 
head of the International Peace Cam- 
paign, deplored the sacrificing of a 
British Foreign Minister to make a 
Roman holiday and bring rejoicing in 
Berlin, he spoke, we believe, for the 
vast majority of citizens of the British 
Commonwealth. . 

He spoke also for friends of peace 
in all parts of the world who by 
intuition or experience have learned 
that peace obtained by the payment 
of blackmail to aggressors, will be no 
peace, but merely the prelude to new 
exactions, until finally the demands 
of the blackmailers become too exact- 
ing to be met. 

That was the experience of one of 
the early Saxon Kings, Ethelred the 
Unready, who made a practice of buy- 
ing off Danish invaders by the pay- 
ments of ‘‘Danes’ Gold” or Danegeld. 
The Danes, then like the Saxons a 
primitive warlike people, given to ma- 
rauding, returned and demanded more. 
That is the invariable habit of black- 
mailers. 

Rudyard Kipling, in verses which 
it is true were vitiated by a strident 
imperialism, did express an eternal 
truth when he wrote, of such nations 
as are willing to pay it: 


“And that is called paying the Dane- 


geld; ee 
But we’ve proved it again and again, 


That if once you Wave paid him the 
Danegeld 
You never get rid of the Dane. 


“It is wrong to put temptation in the 
path of any nation 
For fear they should succumb and 
go astray, 
So when you are requested to pay up 
or be molested 
You will find it better policy to say: 


.““ We never pay anyone. Danegeld, 


No matter how trifling the cost, 
For the end of that game is oppression 


and shame, 
And the nation that plays it is 
lost!’ ”’

“SHAMS AND PRETENCES” 

Prime Minister Chamberlain’s sharp 
protests against the “shams and pre- 
tenses” of the League of Nations 
would have come with better grace 
if the Conservative Government had 
not been elected to office in 1935 on 
the strength of firm pledges to the 
public, ‘of support of the League, and 
had itself been loyal to its obligations. 

During the election campaign of 
that year, Mr. Chamberlain himself 
declared: 

‘No country in the world. believed 
for one moment that the defence 
forces of this country would ever be 
used for aggression, but there was 
no small country in Europe which 
did not breathe a sigh of. relief on 
hearing that at last we were going 
to put ourselves in a position to 
defend ourselves and to fulfill our 
obligations under the Covenant of 
the League of Nations. They could 
rely upon the Government carrying 
out that program with all the care 
and all the moderation that they 
desired.”’ 

* * * 

The election was won. The Govern- 
ment’s success was due largely to the 
fact that the masses of the British 
people had confidence in the Gov- 
ernment’s word, and especially in the 
young statesman, Eden, not then ele- 


‘vated to the Foreign Office. 


The King’s speech at the opening 
of Parliament contained the statement: 


~-“My Government’s foreign policy will, 


as heretofore, be based on firm support 
of the League of Nations.” 

Then followed the Hoare-Laval pact; 
the first post-election betrayal of the 
League, and the withdrawal of the 
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pact as the result of the storm of 
protest which threatened to bring the 
Government down. 

Canada shared in the betrayal when 
her representative at Geneva, who had 
proposed to make League sanctions 
effective, was recalled by his own 
Government at Ottawa. . 

* 


Eden’s record as Foreign Minister 
revealed a long series of contradictions 
which are perhaps fully explained by © 
the events of the past two weeks. 
Whenever he made a speech showing 
firmness, within a few days it seemed 
action was taken in direct conflict with 
his declared policy. 

But on occasion firm action was 
actually taken, and whenever it was 
taken, it proved effective. When sub- 
marine piracy first broke out in the 
Mediterranean, and Britain and Franee 
took steps to put it down, piracy 
stopped. It was not revived until near 
the end of Eden’s term of office. 

Today it is clear that Eden 
interfered with by those who had 
other designs—by the Cliveden Set, 
described in this issue by Claud Cock- 
burn; by the Prime Minister himself, 
whose trembling hands for the time 
being seized the rudder. 

Apparently there were three Foreign 
Offices. One had Eden at its head. 
The other was directed by the Prime 
Minister, 
widow of Sir Austen Chamberlain in 
Rome. The other was the Cliveden 
Set. 

No wonder the people of the British 
Commonwealth have been baffled by 
the sudden starts, stops and reverses 
which have characterized British policy.

CREEPING PARALYSIS 

Claud Cockburn, in the article which 
we publish, reveals one of the causes of 
the creeping paralysis which prevents. 
effective action to check the spread, not 
only in Europe, but elsewhere, of the 
influence of Fascist ideas and makes 
Fascist aggressions possible. 

The Fascist dictators know what they 
want, and are willing to do anything to 
get it. The Fascist International is a 
reality, and its insidious influence is 
spreading. The democracies, though 
economically strong, and able, if they 
would, to present such overwhelming 
strength as to check aggression by the 
warlike states—to make failure of ag- 
gressive action so certain that no one 
but a madman would attempt it—are 
weakened by the spread of the disease in 
their own highest circles. | 

In the most influential circles in the 
democracies there are those who sym- 
pathize with the ideals of the, Fascist 
leaders; whose loyalties are in conse- 
quence divided. In other days in Brit- 
ain there would have been a short way 
with Londonderrys, and there would be 
in some other countries today. But 
Londonderry. remains. an influential fig- 
ure, with a large following.

_ BUDGET FOR YEAR 


Increases in Income Tax, Succes- 
sion Duties—Taxes on Mineral 
and Wild Lands 


BABY BANKS PLAN 


Deficit of $1,567,000 About Same 
as Last Year—Indemnities 
Increased

EDMONTON, March 2.—Calling 
for a total appropriation of $22,184,- 
804.20, of which $19,611,124.78 will 
be chargeable to income, Alberta’s 
1938 budget made its appearance in 
the. Legislature Friday afternoon. 

Hon. Solon Low, treasurer, whose 
speech introduced the budget last 
Iriday, emphasized as a principle of 
taxation that land and property must 
be unburdened -as much as_ possible 
as a matter of equity. 

The estimates called for nearly 
$600,000 new revenue this year, and 
the forecast was a deficit of $1,567,000 
at the end of the coming ‘fiscal’ year. 
For the year closing March 3lst it 
was estimated that the deficit will be 
about the same amount. 


New Taxes 


' New taxes are—Securities tax, im- 
posed at the rate of two per cent (it 
is expected) on principal amounts of 


mortgages, agreements of sale, and 
similar securities, the yield to be 
$100,000; increases in income ‘tax 


. $100,000; increase in succession duties 


tax $100,000; tax of two cents an 
acre on wild lands to yield $45,000, 
and a tax of three cents an acre on 


mineral lands estimated to return 
$25,000. 

In addition, gasoline taxes are 
expected to yield $2,585,000, up 


$235,000, liquor. profits up $100,000 
more at, $2,600,060, automobile licenses 
$100,000 higher at $1,170,000 and 


_ truck licenses up $63,000 at a total 


of $365,000. ._ The 1937 sales tax, 
suspended in August last year, was 
not restored, owing to strong oppo- 
sition in government private member 
ranks. Last year the: loss in revenue 
of $800,000 by the suspension was 
more than offset by a revenue of 
$900,000 from the Senator Pat. Burns 
estate. 

The budget provides an increase in 
sessional allowances for 63 members 
of the Legislature, restoring the in- 
demnity from $1800 to $2000 per 
regular session. Total vote for legis- 
lation in 1938 will be $131,685.00. 

A. E. MacLellan, Innisfail, has a 
motion on the order paper to reduce 
members’ indemnities and ministers’ 
salaries ten to twenty-five per cent, 
but the budget definitely provided 
for the increase. 

No appropriation for matured or 
maturing Provincial bond payments, 
now standing at $6,000,000, appears 
in the estimates. Interest payments 
due on Provincial bonds amounting 
to more than $6,000,000 annually, 
will be paid on the basis of fifty 
per cent of the stipulated rate, as in 
the last two years. For meeting 
‘‘necessitous’’ cases payments of $700,- 
000 will be authorized on savings 
certificates. Last year $1,000,000 was 
voted. 


Plans -for Baby Banks 


Approximately $1,000,000 will be 
provided — for highway construction 
and improvement, with another $1,- 
000,000 to be sought from the Do- 
minion Government. Establishment 
of local credit unions will be auth- 
orized under special legislation brought 
down, the bill to provide for organiz- 
ing what are known as “baby banks’’ 
throughout the Province whose mem- 
bers may promote co-operative enter- 
prises. he act will be. under a 
government supervisor and depart- 
ment, the name of James Pike, former

ace to Canadian Democracy,”’ will be 
the subject of an address in the Al 
Azhar Temple, Calgary, by R. L.

manager of the Lethbridge Northern 
Irrigation District, being prominently 
mentioned for the post of supervisor. 

$20,000 will be voted for sufferers 
of poliomyelitis, and $18,000 for air 
and improved radio patrol of Alberta 
forests. The R-C.M.P. will continue 
to police the Province under a vote of 
$225,000, and the upkeep of Govern- 
ment House gets the usual vote, indi- 
cating that no effort will be made this 
session to closing the official residence 
of Lieutenant Governor J. C. Bowen. 

Partial restoration of civil servants’ 
pay cuts will” cost $170,000, and an 
increase of $250,000 is provided for 
educational services in the drought 
areas. 2 

Speaking of defaulted debentures 
of the Province, Hon. Mr. Low said 
there appeared no way in which they 
could be met. In addition to the 
$6,000,000 or more involved in these 
defaults, it is. estimated that at the 
end of this fiscal year at least another 
$6,000,000 will be due in defaulted 
interest payments. The public debt 
increase during the last fiscal vear was 
about $500,00U, the Provincial Treas- 
urer stated. 


Agricultural Products--Increased 
Value “ Z 


Total value of all agricultural pro- 
ducts in Alberta last vear was $190,- 
924,231, compared with $160,971,490 
in 1936, Mr. Low estimated. The beet 
sugar crop totalled $1,550,000. ‘Oil 
production was worth $4,913,960, coal 
production showed an increase over 
1936 and lumber production was worth 
$2,451,000. The Alberta Wheat Pool 
liability now. stands at ‘ $4,705,000, 
with annual payments being met 
regularly and the advances by the 
Province well secured... The Alberta 
Rural Credit corporation had loans 
outstanding of $1,486,272, with paid 
up capital and reserves of -only 
$333,598. Hon. Mr. Low pointed 
out that a number of societies in the 
corporation were in the drought area 


and substantial losses would have to_ 
be faced. Loans to dairy co-operatives 


had been reduced to a total to date of 
$199,439. 


strains and 
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Under Special Areas Board 


Approximately 8,000,000. acres in 
drought or sub-marginal areas had 
been placed under a special areas 
board and an-effort would be made 
to rehabilitate those remaining resident 
within such zones. More than $5,- 
000,000 had been expended in relief 
by the Province in these areas fiom 
1918 to 1937, exclusive of admini- 
stration costs. 

Citing the difficulties which con- 
fronted land and ‘home _ taxpayers, 
Mr. Low said the Government was 
determined to remedy the condition. 
“The first steps were taken last year 
when the cost. of additional services 
were distributed among those insti- 
tutions best able to pay. “In the esti- 
mates for the coming year we are 
showing a tax on securities which we 
hope will yield a return that is just 
and fair. As the revenue from this 
source is secured, benefits will be 
handed on to property holders in the 
form of reduced property tax.” 


In Place of Sales Tax 


The securities tax is a modified 
form of a measure demanded last 
year by revolting members of the 
Government. This year private mem- 
bers in caucus insisted that it be 
incorporated in the 1938 budget instead 
of the sales tax, said proposed again 
by the Provincial Treasurer. Although 
it is down in the estimates to yield 
only $100,000, advocates of the scheme 
declare it should produce between 
$2,000,000 and $2,500,000 in new 
taxes. Even its supporters admit 
however, that its validity will prob- 
ably be tested in the courts. It may 
decidedly be regarded however as a 
caucus scheme, and not a .Cabinet 
proposal.

Social Credit Board 
to Be Administrative 
Government Branch 


Vastly Wider Financial Powers 
To Be Delegated to Board 
by Legislature 


Special to The Western Farm Leader 


EDMONTON, Mar. 2nd — The 
Provincial Social Credit Board will 
be delegated vastly wider financial 
powers during the coming year, and 
for the first time become an adminis- 
tration branch of the Government. 

Last aged the board was voted $50,- 
000. This year it will receive $100,000. 
It will administer the marketing and 
credit acts of the Government, accord- 
ing to an item listed as 1208 in the 
trade and industry department votes. 

Nearly $30,000 is provided for 
salaries of officials of the Social 
Credit Board and subsistence allow- 
ance for the five members of the 
Legislature who constitute the Board. 
Commissioner Byrne gets a salary of 
$6,000 a year and $5,000 for travadiing 
expenses. The five board members 


-get an allowance of $10,000 for travel- 


ling. Two ‘“‘publie relations” directors 
receive salaries of $1,800 each and 
travelling allowance of $5,000. For 
fees and commissions $9,00U is provid- 
ed. About $30,000 is to be set aside 
for printing, stationery, postage, pam- 
phlets, telephones and telegrams.

Uphold Milk Control 


Judgment of the court of appeal 
of Saskatchewan has upheld the val- 
idity of the Milk Control Act of the 
Province, in a case in which a person 
charged with selling milk without a 
license was convicted by the lower 
court. 

' The act was attacked on the ground 
that it infringed the criminal code 
and the combines act and that the 
licensing authority in the statute was 
not within’ the competence of the 
Legislature of Saskatchewan. All 
three contentions’ were thrown out, 
and the judgment stated that a fixed 
price for milk was in the interests of 
all classes.

Pasteurization to Become 


Universal in Sweden 

The Swedish Parliament recently 
passed a law calling for all milk 
destined for human consumption to 
be pasteurized, such regulation to 
come into effect on the first of July, 
1939. This regulation will apply to 
all cities, towns and municipalities, 
but not at present to all hamlets and 
villages which may not have modern 
dairy plants available.

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Over Half Billion 
Business Ig Done by 
Dairy Co-ops in U.S. 


Long record of experience and the 
large volume of business handled are 
outstanding characteristics of the co- 
operatives in the United States en- 
gaged in the handling of dairy pro- 
ducts, according to a recent article 
in News of Farmer Co-operatives. 

The co-operative way of doing; 
business has been widely adopted by 
producers of dairy products, with the 
result that today here are very few 
dairy sections in the United States: 
where some form of co-operative mar- 
keting of dairy products is not prac- 


ticed. In the same way, there are 
very few, if any, commercial dairy 
products in the manufacture and 


marketing of which co-operative or- 
ganizations are not playing an import- 
ant part. While butter, cheese, and 
fluid-milk and cream associations are 
the most important, there are several 
co-operatives engaged in processing 
and selling evaporated milk, skimmilk 
powder, casein, and other dairy pro- 
ducts. 

Twenty-two hundred co-operative 
dairy marketing associations in the 
United States have a membership of 
approximately 750,000 farmers. ur- 
ing a recent marketing season, the 
volume of business of these associations: 
amounted to more than one-half billion: 
dollars. New York, Minnesota, Wis- 
consin, Iowa, Illinois, Michigan, and 
Pennsylvania are the leading States, in 
the order named, in the value of dairy 
products marketed through co-op- 
eratives. 


In Middle West 


At the present time the co-operative 
creamery movement is most important 
in the West North Central dairy 
States of Minnesota, Iowa, and Wis- 
consin. Over three-fourths, or 1,128 
out of the 1,466 co-operative cream- 
eries in the United States are located 
in these three States. Nearly 40 per 
cent of the total creamery butter of 
the country is made in these States, 
and of this amount more than 60 per 
cent is manufactured by co-operative 
creameries. In Minnesota alone, there 
are 637 dairy co-operatives with a total 
membership of 116,000 farmers. The 
co-operative dairy organizations re- - 
porting to the. Co-operative Division 
in 1985 manufactured 586,000,000 
pounds of creamery butter, or 36 
per cent of the total production in the 
United States. 

More than 200 co-operatives. are 
marketing fluid milk in the United 
States. The aggregate value of the 
business of the group was nearly 
$300,000,000. Associations marketing 
fluid milk are for the most part asso- 
ciated with the producers adjacent to 
the large metropolitan areas, although 
there has been recently some increase 
in associations in the smaller cities. In 
practically every large city in the 
country co-operative associations rep- 
resent producers in one way or another 
in the marketing of their milk for 
consumption as fluid milk and cream. 

The co-operative movement among 
dairy farmers in the United States 
undoubtedly has passed through the 
organization stage of development. 
There are very few sections of the 
country where there appears to be 
a real need for a greater number of 
associations. ‘The emphasis now is 
rather upon consolidation of smaller 
units, reorganization of the older 
associations, and upon ability to 
operate more efficiently and to render 
greater service.

A grand total of over 172,000,000 
pounds of cotton seed oil was used 
in making margarine in the U.S. 
last year, as-’compared with about 
108,000,000 Ibs. in 1986—an increase 
of nearly 60 per cent, indicating in- | 
creased usage of margarine in compe- 
tition with the superior dietetic pro- 
duct, butter. ‘ About 32,000,000 Ibs. 
of soybean oil were used for the same 
purpose-——an increase of 129 per cent 
over the previous year.

Vansittart, the Wrecker 


That leakage destroyed for the time 
being the plans so carefully laid at 
Cliveden, and Cliveden, surveying the 
wreckage, had only one name on its 
lips as the probable wrecker: the name 
of Sir Robert Vansittart, head of the 
permanent staff at the Foreign Office. 

It is no secret that Sir Robert Van- 
sittart detests Cliveden and all that 
it represents with an active personal 
loathing. He is also afraid of the 
Cliveden Set, believing that in the end 
their money and their newspaper 
power and their social influence in the 
West End and the country houses will 
enable them to achieve what Herr von 
Ribbentrop (now Hitler’s Foreign 
Minister) pursued so strenuously by 
similar methods in the brief reign of 
the present Duke of Windsor. 

Sir Robert Vansittart’s position and 
policy are a fair specimen, and will 
serve as a typical summing up, of the 
opposition to the Cliveden policy as it 
exists within the ranks of the Govern- 
ment.gnd Conservative party. 


Reject Britain’s Best Defences 


The position of the group which he 
represents is paradoxical. They regard, 
correctly, Germany as the greatest 
potential menace to Britain. They 
acknowledge, theoretically, that the 
means to neutralize that menace are 
ready to hand in the shape of a closer 


alliance and co-operation between Brit- 


ain, France, Czechoslovakia, and the 
Soviet Union. 

But since they are in fact no less 
Tory in their social outlook and eco- 
nomic position than the wealthy ladies 
and gentlemen down at Cliveden, they 
are in the awkward position of feeling 
bound to reject for the most part the 
very defences which offer themselves, 
since they cannot bear the notion of an 
association with the Soviet Union or 
a strengthening of the alliance and 
pacts of the Soviet Union in central 
and western Europe. 

' They fall back therefore on the ap- 
parently futile pursuit of other means 
of enfeebling the menacing power of 
the Third Reich: notably, the attempt 
to detach Italy from the famous axis. 

In other words their policy is still 
based essentially on the ideas which 
inspired the unfortunate ‘“Stresa 
Front.”’ 


Only Result—Britain Blackmailed 


The only result to date has been the 
successful blackmailing of Britain by 
Signor Mussolini, who has secured a 
series of concessions and friendly ap- 
proaches from the London Goverrfment 
solely on the strength of the idea that 
these will eventually lure him out of 
his association with Berlin. In fact 
each new concession, by raising his 
value in Berlin and offering to the 
world an apparent demonstration of 
his power, has served so far only to 
strengthen the Berlin-Rome associa- 
tion. 

The entry of Japan into the “Anti- 
Comintern” triangle, and the grave de- 
velopment of affairs in the Far East 
has served precisely to extend the same 
system of what is rudely called black- 
mail and pglitely called ‘‘pressure’’ 
beyond the boundaries of Europe. 

To the supporters of the Cliveden 
policy the menace in the Far East is 
one more reason for an egrly surrender 
to Nazi demands. To the opposite 
wing of the governing party, it is a 
further sharpening of the awkward con- 
tradiction involved in the attempt to 
defend British interests against the 
powers of the “‘Anti-Comintern Pact’’ 
without.drawing upon the obvious 
means of so doing—namely an associa- 
tion with the policy--of the Soviet 
Union.

ments—remains unsolved. 


Britain Speeds German Rearmament 
Two ‘theories’? of policy towards 
Germany, one particular, the other gen- 
eral, I have not mentioned. One is the 
belief, not very far from the beliefs of 
Cliveden, and certainly often consider- 
ed by the Prime Minister, that there 
is still time to involve the financially 
hard pressed and economically threat- 
ened fascist states in a City loan ‘with 
strings to it.’”’ It has frequently been 
mooted as the real solution of the 
Italian menace, and it was certainly 
very much in the mind of Mr. Runci- 
man on his visit to the United States 
and of all those Cabinet Ministers who 
discussed the political situation of 
Europe slik the Kina ofthe Belgians on 
his recent visit to England. 

It’ is in fact a revival of the notions 
entertained at the Bank of England at 
the beginning of Nazi rearmament. It 
was certainly believed then by Mr. 
Montagu Norman (Governor of the 
Bank), assisted to that belief by the 
subtle Dr. Schacht (then German 
Financial Minister,) that British credits 
for Germany meant an easing of the 
internal tension in Germany and hence 
—it was quite erroneously supposed— 
an easing of the German threat to the 
outside world. 

The result was a speeding up of 

German armament on British money, 


and a heavy increase in the pre 

of the German threat. hob ieee 

The same results in a still more 
grave form would, it is being pointed 
out in the City, follow from a repeti- 
tion of any similar policy today; but 
it is virtually certain that within the 
next six months we shall hear more of 
it and hear it again presented as a 
‘“‘way out” for British Conservatism 
from its present horrid impasse. 


The more general theory, which 
soothes the nightmares of the political 
club men, is the belief that, if only 
things can be kept going for another 
sixteen or eighteen months, Britain 
will be so heavily rearmed that she will 
once again be able to assert herself 
without. having recourse to the present 
humiliating procedures of question- 
naires that remain unanswered, pro- 
tests treated with contempt, visits 
which result in nothing but a new 
batch of arrogant demands. 

Unfortunately for Britain, while the 
rearmament program proceeds along 
its not very brilliant course, strategic 
power positions worth millions of 
pounds of armament have had to be 
abandoned to the potential enemy: one 
needs only to think of the Straits of 
Gibraltar, the Balearic Islands, the 
Azores, and the Basque country. 

With the menace growing, and there- 
fore the increase of mere fear as a 

olitical factor, the only thing certain 
is that within the next few months the 
adherents of the Cliveden policy, “The 
Shiver Sisters’ as the cartonist Low 
has described them, will make a new 
attempt to realize the aims which they 
failed to achieve after the return of 
Lord Halifax from Berchtesgaden.

Linfen, but the ,Chinese 
have been able to hold the Lunghai 
railway. 

Carl Von Ossietzky, awarded the 
Nobel Peace Prize in 1935, suffers 
from an incurable mental ailment 
since his confinement in a Nazi con- 
centration camp. 

Chancellor von Schuschnigg in a 
recent speech to the Austrian diet 
declared that the Government would 
devote all its energies to preserving 
the independence of Austria. 

Stiff opposition has developed in 
the Japanese parliament to the gov- 
ernment’s general mobilization _ bill, 
which would subject to official regula- 
tion property. and business as well as 
manpower. 


The Russian scientists, who had 
floated from near the North Pole to 
the south coast of Greenland since 
May 2Ist last, were safely removed 
by the icebreakers J'aimyr and Murman 
after almost nine months. 


In their first attempt to retaliate 
against Japanese air raids, a Chinese 
air fleet bombed the capital and other 
parts of Formosa last week. Flying 
at a great height, they missed the 
airport and inflicted other property 
damage and some loss of life. 


In spite of efforts of authorities to 
suppress such public demonstrations, 
20,000 Nazis are reported to have held 
a torchlight procession in Graz, Aus- 
tria, Tuesday evening. Earlier, police 
and garrison reinforcements prevented 
a projected march on Vienna. 


Protestations that Japan was gov- 
erned by peaceful intentions and had 
no intention of joining in a naval race 
were made recently by Foreign Minister 
Hirota in Tokio. In the same address, 
however, he reiterated Japan’s refusal 
to give information to other powers 
as to her building program. 


Protests of George Bernard Shaw, 
the Deans of Canterbury and St. 
Paul’s, and other prominent persons, 
failed to stop the flogging of David 
Williams, convicted of attacking and 
robbing a London jeweller. The pro- 
test was made on the ground of bad 
psychological effects upon members 
of the general public. 


In an article in a Nazi publication | 


for youth, Count Ciani, Italian Foreign 
Minister, refers to Germans and Ital- 
ians fighting side by side in Spain, 
against the Spanish Government; and 
declares that the Rome-Berlin axis 
will continue to be the leading point 
in both Italian and German foreign 
policy. 


Taking a belligerent tone through- 


out, Hitler in his recent address to the 
Reichstag, broadcast throughout the 
world, threatened ‘‘iron and steel’’ to 
any who interfered with Nazi Ger- 
many, expressed “horror and loathing”’ 
of Bolshevism, voiced satisfaction over 
his capture of the Austrian Govern- 
ment and made a very thinly veiled 
announcement that he would next 
proceed against Czechoslovakia, His 
only quarrel with Great Britain, he 
said, was on the question of colonies.

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Position of Debtors in Province 
Undergoes Important Changes 


By Hon. J. E. BROWNLEE, K.C., LL.D. 


Every farmer who has a debt problem to deal with 
should study carefully the following article, in which Mr. 
Brownlee, whose knowledge of the‘legal side of the problem 
is unexcelled, discusses amendments to the Farmers’ Credi- 
tors Arrangement Act introduced at: Ottawa, and also with 
the effect of the expiration of the debt moratorium in this 


Province. 


Two announcements have recently 
been made which change very con- 
siderably the position of debtors in 
the Province. One announcément is 
contained in press dispatches from 
Ottawa and has reference to proposed 
amendments to the Farmers’ Creditors 
Arrangement Act. The other an- 
nouncement was made on Monday, 
February 28th, at Edmonton and has 
reference to Provincial debt laws. 

Dealing first with the Dominion 
Act, it would appear that the Federal 
Government is at last about to make 
cettain amendments to the Farmers’ 
Creditors Arrangement Act which are 
very much needed and long overdue. 
They are intended to overcome some 
of the weaknesses that have become 
very apparent in the actual operation 
of that Act. These amendments are 
as follows: 


More Boards of Review 

1. To make provision for more 
than one Board of Review in any 
Province where it may be required. 
One of the greatest weaknesses of 
this Act has been due to the fact 
that one Board cannot possibly cope 
with the number of applications made 
to it with the result that it has often 
been more than a year from the time 
an application was made until it was 
heard by the Board. Apparently it 
is now intended to appoint more than 
one Board in the Province and this 
will speed up the work very greatly. 

To Include Executors of Estates 


2. To provide that Executors « or 
Administrators may make an appli- 
cation, providing some member of the 
family of the deceased farmer intends 
to carry on farming operations on 
the land. Under the Act as it now 
stands, if a farmer, after making 
application under the Act, dies before 
his application is heard the application 
expires and the Board has no power 
to hear it. There are many cases in 
the Province where estates of deceased 
farmers are financially involved and 
adjustment in debt is needed. This 
amendment will enable the Executor 
or Administrator to apply to a. Dis- 
trict Court Judge for permission to 
make an application under the Act. 


‘‘Privity of Contract’’ 

3. Provision is made to enable the 
Board to deal with all claims against 
a farmer even if there should be no 
direct contract between the debtor 
and a creditor having a claim against 
the land. In other words this amend- 
ment will do away with the difficulty 
of “privity of contract’? which has 
heretofore caused many applications 
to be thrown out by the Board for 
want of jurisdiction. 

Should Not Delay Applications 

4. To enable the Dominion Govern- 
ment to proclaim a date after which 
applications will not be heard. 
is a very important amendment and 
should be considered by all farmers. 
So far many farmers whose debts 
must be adjusted have been delaying 
their applications under the Act. The 
writer’s judgment is that the Act will 
be kept in force for some time for the 
simple reason that very little progress 
can be made in adjusting debts in 
the dry area until the farmers in that 
area have had one or two fair erops. 
There is no certainty about this, 


‘however, and the best advice that 


can be given now to any farmer need- 
ing’ adjustment of debts is to make 
his application without delay. 


This t 


There are one or two further amend* 
ments which should be made-to the 
Act, particularly one enabling the 
Board to reconsider some of the early 
decisions made in 1935-36. The pro- 
posals then made were entirely out 
of line with those that are now being 
made and there should be some 
procedure to review those proposals 
and bring them in line with what is 
now being done. Apparently, how- 
ever, the Dominion Government is not 
prepared to consider an amendment 
of that kind. 


Act Will Be Strengthened 

The amendments now before the 
Dominion House, however, will un- 
doubtedly strengthen the Act and 
make it much more workable and if 
farmers needing assistance will now 
make their applications under the 
Act the next year or two should 
witness good progress towards a solu- 
tion of the debt problem. 

Provincial Moratorium Ended 

Dealing with Provincial matters, 
the Moratorium’ which has been in 
effect for some months expired on the 
last day of February and is not being 
renewed, at least immediately. The 
Government has introduced a Bill 
giving it the power to proclaim a 
Moratorium in the future if such action 
should be required. It is understood 
that the Government’s intention is 
to make certain further amendments . 
to the Debt Adjustment Act and then 
wait and see how that Act works 
before again proclaiming a Mora- 
torium. : 

The recent Moratorium did not 
affect debts as between individuals 
but. did affect debts owing to cor- 
porations. Mortgage Companies and 
Banks were particularly affected as 
they have been unable to take action 
in Court to collect debts owing them. 
Now that the Moratorium is repealed 
they will be able to make application 
to. the Debt Adjustment Board for 
permission to commence action and 
that Board will decide under what 
conditions action against debtors will 
be permitted. 

It is still too early to say what 
other legislation respecting debts may 
be made at the present Session but 
in view of the repeal of the Moratorium 
probably we can do no better than 
to repeat the warning made quite 
frequently in this column, that if 
debtors receive any notice from the 
Debt Adjustment Board with’ refer- 
ence to a creditor’s claim the notice 
Should be given early attention and 
all information required by the Board 
should be furnished without delay.

Dear Farm Women: 

I seldom give recipes in my letter, 
but I came across one the other day 
in the New York Times Book Review 
which some of you may find interesting. 
To be sure it is too late this year to 
make a full portion, so we can try 
only a sample and file away the 
recipe for a full quantity for next 
year if we find it successful. The 
proportions used may not seem suited 
to all and may possibly be varied to 
suit individual needs and tastes but 
the method of preparation sounds 
most promising. 


“A Happy New Year’ 


‘Take twelve fine, full-grown months. 
See that these are thoroughly free 
from all old memories of bitterness, 
rancor, hate and jealousy. Cleanse 
them completely from every clinging 
spite; pick off all specks of pettiness 
and littleness; in short, see that these 
months are freed from all the past-—— 
have them as fresh and clean as when 
they came from the first storehouse 
of Time. 

“Cut these months into thirty-one 
equal parts... This batch will keep 
for: just one year. Do not attempt 
to make up the whole batch at one 
time (so many persons spoil the entire 
lot in this way) but prepare one day 
at a time as follows: 

“Into each day put twelve parts of

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| The Wheat Situation 


Strong Undertone, but Authorities 
Differ re Price Prospects 


There appears to be a strong under- 
tone to the international wheat mar- 
ket. Oversea authorities comment on 
the more active trade and more hopeful 
outlook. Australia has passed the 
peak of her selling period and supplies 
from that source are dwindling. Ar- 
gentina is not counted upon as an 
important figure in international trade 
this year. The Canadian supplies are 
down to comparatively small figures. 
The United States wheat surplus 
looks larger than it really is, as much 
of it does not qualify for international 
trade. 

Snow and rain over large areas of 
the U.S. winter wheat belt stopped 
deterioration and the crop will be 
earried along. But abundant rain 
will be required in the spring if a 
bumper crop is to be harvested. There 
are no reserves of moisture. The 
market will. watch weather develop- 
ments in that area very closely from 
now on. 

There seems to be a_ division, of 
opinion about the future of wheat 
prices. The secretariat of the Inter- 
national Wheat Advisory committee 
is very bearish. The United States 
Department of Agriculture is inclined 
the same way in so far as prices for 
next autumn is_ concerned. 
Broomhall is not similarly inclined 
and the Federal Bureau of Statistics 
is apparently quite hopeful. Only 
the passage of time can decide who is 
right and who wrong. 

Melting snow has filled the low 
spots on the Western prairies and 
farms with water. Most farmers in 
the West are quite hopeful over the 
outlook ‘for ~better -crop conditions 
this year.

‘ 
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Says Can’t Use for Feed 
Relief in Excess of Quota 


EDMONTON, March 2nd.——Hon. 

D. B. Mullen, Minister of Agri- 
culture, tabled telegrams exchanged 
with Ottawa Tuesday, to show 
that authority to spend the full 
amount of $850,000 granted for 
feed rehef could not be used to 
assist those farmers with livestock 
in excess of the ‘‘quota.’’ 

Hon. J. G. Gardiner, Federal Mini- 
ster of Agriculture, ‘informed the 
United Farmers of Alberta executive 
by telegram last week that the Ottawa 
Government would give consideration 
to an_application from the Alberta 
Government for a loan to meet the 
costs of supplying fodder to drought 
areas. An application for a loan to 
cover free freight had been refused, 
as the Federal Government had made 
no provision for free freight; but there 
was provision for payment for feed, 
explained Mr. Gardiner. 

Norman F. Priestley, U.F.A. Vice- 
president, immediately forwarded _ this 
information to Premier Aberhart, Hon. 
D. B. Mullen, and the other party 
leaders in the Legislature. He urged 
that as stock in the drought area 
was weakening and dying for lack of 
feed, no time should be lost in making 
the necessary application to Ottawa 
for assistance. 


Opens Debate in 
Legislature on Budget 


(Special to The Western Farm Leader) 

EDMONTON, March 2nd.—Cost 
of government in Alberta during the 
coming year would require one bushel 
out of every three produced in the 
1937 crop, declared Liberal leader 
E. L. Gray in opening criticism of 
the 1938 budget in the Legislature 
Monday afternoon. 

The budget made it clear, he said, 
that taxation in the Province was 
fast approaching the breaking point; 
that the Government was living beyond 
its means. Estimates required a total 
appropriation of $22,184,800, yet this 
levy would fail to meet expenditure 
by at least $1,567,000 and no provision 
was made for meeting one half the 
interest due on Provincial ‘bonds, 
nothing for meeting payments of 
defaulted debentures, and not a dollar 
was to be set aside for the sinking 
fund, Mr. Gray maintained. 


Grain Overages Proposal 
Seizing grain overages at elevators, 
now proposed, was criticised by the 
Liberal leader on the grounds that. it 
would be aimed chiefly at farmer 
co-operatives such as_the Alberta 
Wheat Pool, and the U.G.G. elevators. 
No class of business was so regulated 
by government as the grain marketing 
business and it should not be necessary 
for the Provincial Government to step 
in and try to obtain added revenue 
from farmer enterprises. 
in ns o-------—- -——- 
Parliamentary representation for res- 
idents in the Canadian North-West 
Territories is favored in recent state- 
ments of both Conservatives and 
Liberals.

Consider Advisable 


GRAIN ACT AMENDMENT 


Excluding Garnet from 3 and 4 
Northern—Big Plans for 
Western Air Lines

OTTAWA, March 2nd.— Discussion 
will come up in a week or two on the 
advisability of attempting large scale 
irrigation projects for, the Prairie 
Provinces. Mr. Coldwell’s resolution 
asking for a committee of expert 
engineers to investigate the question 
will again come before the House. 


. But it looks as if strong opposition 


may be expected to any extensive 
irrigation works. Mr. Coldwell and 
other Western members put their 
case very convincingly but the Govern- 
ment will contend, it ‘is expected, 


‘.\ that heavy capital charges, the diffi- 


culty of driving water from the 
Saskatchewan from the river level 
to the tableland of the dry areas. of 
Saskatchewan, and the comparatively 
small proportion of the dry area of 
Saskatchewan which could be irrigated, 
are obstacles to any large irrigation 
schemes in that Province. It looks 
as if the Government will continue 
to stress the methods adopted under 
the Prairie Farmers’ Rehabilitation 
Act, providing for a multitude of 
small water conservation and other 
aids to farmers rather than in a huge 
blanket irrigation policy. 


Separate Grading for Garnet 

The Canada Grain Act is being 
amended by a bill going through the 
Commons so that in future Garnet 
wheat will be excluded from grades 
3 and 4 of Manitoba Northern. There 
will in future be three grades of Garnet 
wheat, and there will be no mixing of 
Garnet in grades 1 and 2 Northern. 
Anything that does not qualify for 
the three grades of Garnet should be 
put in the commercial grades of red 
The Minister of Trade 
and Commerce, speaking on the second 
reading of this amendment to the 
Act, said there should be as little 
delay as possible in passing the bill. 
Western farmers, he said, should know 
as quickly as possible the new regu- 
lation in regard to Garnet, so that they 
could make their decisions about 
seeding this variety. 

The Minister also stated that the 
complete report of the Turgeon Grain 
Commission would be presented to 
Parliament this session. The leader 
of the opposition, Mr. Bennett, re- 
quested the production of the report 
before the amendment to the Grain 
Act should be given second reading as 
the Turgeon Commission had given 
some time to the investigation of the 
Garnet situation. The Turgeon report, 
it was stated, was not yet ready for 
presentation. The amendment to the 
Grain Act will likely encounter little 
opposition in its present committee 
stage and will soon become law. 

Dangerous Variety of Hemp 

A bill which is passing through 
Parliament seeks to nip in the bud 
the ‘marijuana’ habit in Canada. 
‘An amendment to the Opium = and 
Warcotics Drug Act will make it a 
criminal offense to cultivate without 
a license the sort of hemp from which 
the drug, known in the East as hashish, 
is extracted. The drug has _ been 
known in history since the days of 
Marco Polo who encountered the Old 
Man of the Mountains with his band 
of ‘‘assassins’’ whom he fed on hashish. 
The drug has come to Canada from 
Mexico through the United States 
where its spread has caused anxiety. 
The hemp which produces marijuana 
has a commercial value, but on account

Proper Treattnent 
of Seed Grain Is 
Important Matter 


Information Readily-Available on 
Methods—Diseases Cause 
Immense Losses 


Importance of proper treatment for 
seed is being justly stressed in Alberta, 
in addresses on the air and elsewhere. 
It may mean the saving of very great 
losses to farmers during the coming 
season. 

Much experimental. work has been 
done to devise methods for the pre- 
vention of losses from fungous and 
bacterial diseases which are seed-borne. 
It has been shown generally that any 
benefits derived from seed treatment 
can be traced, as a rule, to the control 
of organisms which are present either 
on or in the seed or in the seed bed. 
Some experiments seem to show that 
treatment of disease free seed pro- 
duces benefits in the form of stimu- 
lation. This is not necessarily true, 
since diseases are not always evident 
externally, and the apparent stimu- 
lation may be in reality an increased 
vigour due to the control of some 
parasite which is not evident. On the 
other hand, when- germination is 
delayed by cold wet soil, fungicidal 
dusts may protect the seeds and 
seedlings from attack by soil or- 
ganisms, 


Average Annual Loss 


The average annual loss in Canada 
from cereal smut diseases totals many 
millions of dollars. A quite different 
disease is common rootrot which is 
widespread and often severe on cereals 
in the prairie provinces. Losses from 
this trouble were estimated at $6,- 
500,000 annually in Saskatchewan for 
the three-year period ending in 1930 
and they are heavy in Alberta also. 
A recent survey of available seed 
records show that about 50 per cent 
of wheat seed samples carry fungi of 
some kind. Some are important as 
causes of rootrot, while others only 
attack broken and injured seeds. 

Proper treatment of the seed, of 
cereals will destroy the spores of 
smut, rootrots and moulds. In this 
respect, it should be mentioned that 
certain dust fungicides are becoming 
popular because of their ease of 
handling and general efficiency. Or- 
ganic mercury dusts, sold under various 
names, are very effective against 
smuts, and tests conducted at the 
Dominion Laboratory of Plant Path- 
ology, Saskatoon, have shown that 
they likewise control rootrots to some 
extent. Formalin is very effective in 
the control of smuts but frequently 
causes seed injury. 

Information on the condition of seed 
grain and the use of fungicides can be 
obtained from the Dominion LaWora- 
tories of Plant Pathology at Saskatoon 
and Edmonton.

The law now gives a very 
general meaning to the word “cruelty.’’ 
It is described as any course of conduct

If you hold the Title 
and unregistered transfer as security 
only for a loan however you would 
only be in the position of a Mortgagee 
and the person giving this security 
would be the owner until you enforced 
your equitable Mortgage.

Extension of Moratorium 
May Be Proclaimed 


EDMONTON, Mar. 2.—With the 
lapse of the Provincial moratorium 
on private debts, first established on 
February. 23, 1937, on March first, 
Hon. Lucien Maynard, Minister of 
Municipal Affairs, introduced a bill 
in the Legislature Monday afternoon 
again suspending any civil action on 
the collection of private débts up to 
March Ist, 1939, and applying to such 
debts incurred before aly Ist, 1936. 

Bills were also given first reading 
repealing the postponements of debts 
act under which the expiring private 
debts moratorium was made effective 
by order-in-council, and. providing 
penalties for corporations or persons 
endeavoring to collect fees, costs or 
charges other than the costs of a 
judgment or a court order. 

Though somewhat obscure to the 
layman, the act suspending civil 
action for collection of debts really 
extends the statutory moratorium and 


sets up exemptions along the line of

The debt suspension acts will come 
into effect upon proclamation.

Prime Minister Neville Chamberlain and 
Mrs. Chamberlain are seen, above, as they 
arrived at No. 10 Downing Street, where 
Chamberlain attended the Cabinet session 
at which Eden’s resignation as Foreign 
Secretary was accepted. Chamberlain indi- 
cated in Parliament that recognition of 
Mussolini’s conquest of Ethiopia and some 
arrangement regarding Spain (supposedly 
recognition of Franco as a belligerent) had 
been suggested to Britain as a basis for 
negotiations.
